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sending information on their 
properties to prospects all over 
the country. When the owners 
decided to discontinue their own 
efforts to develop these properties, 
SP acquired about 8,000 acres in 
1965 at a cost of nearly $1 million 
to hold for future industrial devel- 
opment and to make certain that 
adequate sites would be available 
for interested firms. This is now 
SP’s Little Mountain Industrial 
District. 

Lithium Corporation of America 
(one of the two firms now known 
jointly as Great Salt Lake Min- 
erals & Chemicals Co.) began 
seeking suitable areas for the ex- 
traction of minerals from the lake 
in the early 1960's. 

As it did with other chemical 
companies investigating the area, 
SP cooperated closely with L.C.A. 
from the outset. SP employes 
took representatives of the firm 
over the railroad’s access roads 
and in its boats so that they could 
obtain brine samples and collect 
other types of data. SP engineers 
spent countless hours in feasibil- 
ity studies, field trips, preparation 
of engineering drawings and other 
related activities needed to estab- 
lish an operation of this kind. 

In 1963, L.C.A. began an ex- 
tensive research program involv- 
ing the construction of a pilot

plant, as well as pipelines and 
evaporation ponds. SP made its 
roads and right-of-way available 
to L.C.A. and helped the firm ob- 
tain necessary leases, permits and 
easements from various land own- 
ers and regulatory bodies. 

At the conclusion of this suc- 
cessful program, L.C.A. decided 
to establish 12,000 acres of solar 
evaporation ponds on the salt 
flats of Bear River Bay and to 
build a brine canal to bring water 
to these ponds from a point north 
of SP's Great Salt Lake Fill (see 
map on page 3). 

SP sold to the firm — now op- 


erating as the Great Salt Lake 
Minerals and Chemicals Co. — 
a 600-acre site at Little Mountain 
and granted it an option to buy 
an additional 2,000 acres — all 
ideally situated for its operations. 
It allowed GSLM&CC to start its 
brine canal at Little Valley, where 
SP had built a deep water chan- 
nel for barges carrying fill for the 
causeway, thus saving the firm the 
cost of constructing about 2% 
miles of aqueducts, and it granted 
GSLM&CC permission to cross 
over and under SP’s main line 
with its pipeline and canal. SP 
engineers even helped design the 
necessary structures, 

With the start of construction 
earlier this year, SP has continued 
to assist GSLM&CC, developing 
detailed rate information, laying 
out some additional trackage to 
facilitate handling about 100 cars 
a day for the firm beginning in 
1970, and providing technical 
data on various subjects. So far 
this year, the railroad has brought 
about 100-carloads of material to 
Little Mountain for GSLM&CC, 
timing deliveries to meet the firm’s 
production schedules,

Initially, it will take about two 
years for the ponds to reach har- 
vest, stage, after which the firm 
expects to produce about 800,000 
tons of minerals a year. Its princi- 
pal products will be potash, used 
as a fertilizer; sodium sulfate, used 
in the manufacture of paper, de- 
tergents and other products; and 
magnesium chloride, used by 
sugar refiners and to make mag- 
nesium — a strong light-weight 
metal, Other products will in- 
clude lithium chloride, used in 
the manufacture of aluminum, 
ceramic glazes and special lubri- 
cants and to make lithium, a 
metal used in space vehicles; and 
bromine, widely used by the petro- 
chemical industry. 

Several other major chemical 
companies have already expressed 
interest in establishing plants at 
Little Mountain to make addi- 
tional products from minerals 
supplied by GSLM&CC, and that 
firm has announced that it now 
has sufficient land under lease or 
option to permit at least a three- 
fold expansion of its facilities in 
the future. 

“We think this area has excit- 
ing possibilities,” says Linde,“ and 
we're proud of the key part SP has 
been able to play in its develop- 
ment.” 


President B.F. Biaugini Tells Security Analysts: 


Traffic Down, But Growth Prospects Geed 


Tn-an address before the Secur- 
ity Analysts of San Francisco on 
October 24, President B. F. Biag- 
gini called 1967 “comparatively 
disappointing” te SP from a traffic 
standpoint. 

He pointed out, however, that 
SP’s development of greater effi- 
ciency and its increasing ability 
to control costs, mean that the 
railroad can “look forward con- 
fidently and enthusiastically to 
long-term growth.” 

The President reported SP's 
net income for the first nine 
months of this year at just over 
$63 million, down 23 per cent from 
the same period of 1966. 

Production declines of several 
major SP commodity groups — 
lumber and plywood, agricultural 
products and automobiles — con- 
tributed to a $24.9 million decline 
in revenue, to a total of $678 mil- 
lion, in the first three quarters. 

SP is meeting the challenge of 
the cost-price squeeze, Mr. Biag- 
gini told the financial analysts, 
by the “massive investment” it is 
making in plant and equipment 
improvements, by “encouraging 
our shippers to load cars more 
heavily” for efficiency, and by di- 
versifying transportation services 
as much as possible. 

“The $14 billion we have spent 
since 1955 has produced for us 
the most modern railroad in 
America,” he declared, citing im- 
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proved terminals, new rail lines 
and communications networks 
and better rolling stock. 

Long diversified with -trains, 
truck, piggyback and petroleum 
pipelines, SP is taking new steps 
to broaden activities with air 
freight forwarding, computer leas- 
ing and a coal slurry pipeline, Mr. 
Biaggini said. 

Incentive rates, pioneered by 
SP have increased earnings per 
car and brought substantial sav- 
ings to SP customers, the Presi- 
dent pointed out. 


Better Service at Ogden 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in recent orders has ap- 
proved substantial changes in op- 
erations at Ogden, Utah, which 
will result in faster handling of 
traffic through the terminal. 
Southern Pacific and Union Pa- 
cific, which share ownership of the 
Ogden Union Railway & Depot 
Company, will supervise their own 
freight operations, while the pas- 
senger depot and freight station 
operations will continue under the 
supervision of the OUR&D. 
Southern Pacific plans to build 
a yard office nearby and will move 
out of the office it has maintained 
in the Ogden Union Depot for 
many years. .

15 New Commute Cars 


Southern Pacific has placed or- 
ders for 15 new air-conditioned, 
double-decked gallery cars for its 
San Francisco Peninsula com- 
mute service, at a cost of more 
than $3 million. This is the only 
passenger car order to be placed 
by any privately-owned U. §, rail- 
road this year. 

The cars, to be built by the 
Pullman Standard Company at 
Chicago, will go into service about 
August, 1968. 

The additional coaches, which 
will replace older equipment, will 
bring SP’s total of modern gallery 
cars to 46. The 15 new cars will 
add gallery seating for more than 
2,400 commuters. 

W. D. Lamprecht, vice presi- 
dent-system operations told news- 
men that SP has no intention of 
withdrawing from the Peninsula 
commute service, even though it 
operates at a substantial loss. 

“Unlike our long-distance 
trains, which are running almost 
empty, the commute fleet carries 
12,000 people in each direction 
daily and meets a real public 
need,” he said. 

In contrast, he pointed out, 
SP’s 14 long-distance trains car- 
ried an average of only 1,524 pas- 
sengers per day in September.

Howard Watts 6f Ogden, Utah: 


SP’s Busiest Retiree 


“Retirement should be thought 
of as a beginning, not an ending; 
as an opportunity to start on a 
whole new career.” 

So says Howard E. Watts, who 
retired four years ago at Ogden as 
chief clerk of the former Salt Lake 
Division after 46 years with South- 
ern Pacific. 

Howard, known to hundreds of 
SP’ers and to about half the citi- 
zens of Utah by his first name, is 
making a second career out of 
community service.

He is also completing a two- 
year term as sergeant-at-arms of 
the Utah State Senate. This post, 
which is conferred upon Utah civic 
and political leaders by the presi- 
dent of the Senate, carries with it 
more than ceremonial duties. 
When the legislature is in session, 
Howard screens persons entering 
or leaving the Senate floor, makes 
certain that order is maintained in 
the galleries, and oversees the ac- 
tivities of 56 Senate employes. 

The SP retiree serves as a high 
priest in the Mormon Church, and 
he is active in church organiza- 
tions. He is also vice president of 
the Patio Springs Country Club 
of Ogden and a director of a civic 
group which is building a resi- 
dence in Ogden for senior citizens, 

Howard finds time to work half-

The Watts have one son, Jim, a 
graduate of the University of 
Utah, and two grandsons, Jim and 
his dad share a mutual interest in 
Scouting—both are Eagle Scouts. 
For his “outstanding service to 
boyhood,” Howard was awarded 
the Silver Beaver in 1956, the 
highest. award given by the Boy 
Scouts on the local level.

“Plan projects as though you 
were going to live forever,” he 
says. “There is nothing sadder 
than a man who says, ‘If only I 
were 20 years younger.’

“Near lliss" Program 


The driver's mind must have 
been a thousand miles away. 

He ignored the flashing red 
lights at the rail-highway cross- 
ing ‘and drove his big gasoline 
truck directly into the path of an 
oncoming and loudly whistling SP 
freight train. 

For a few heart-stopping mo- 
ments a crash seemed inevitable. 
But — fortunately for all con- 
cerned — the driver managed to 
get his rig across the intersection 
seconds before the 100-car train 
rolled past. 

Alert crew members aboard the 
train noted the oi] company name 
on the truck and other identifying 
details. Later the same day a po- 
lite but firm letter was written to 
the president of the oil company, 
pointing out the extreme hazards 
to life and property created by 
crossing violations. 

The president of the oil com- 
pany thanked SP and wrote, “We 
intend to see that there are no 
more incidents of this kind.” 

For the past 18 years, SP has 
been systematically following up 
each reported “near miss” by let- 
ter and/or personal contact with 
the vehicle owner. In some cases— 
particularly those involving school 
buses and trucks carrying inflam-
